PuiNCEss Anne, Md., June 9. — Wm. 

Androwfl, a youn!» negro acctieed of 
felonious assault \ipon Mr.s. Benjamin 
Kelly, was taken from the Bheriff to-tlay 
and beaten into inBenBibility and then 
hanged to a tree by an infuriated mob 
immediately after having been arraigned 
in court and sentenced to death for his 
crime. Andrews, who was but 20 years 
old, came liere from North Carolina on 
May 25. When be was arrested for 
aeeault upon Mrs. Kelly, the mob en- 
deavored to lynch him, but he was 
hurriedly taken to Baltimore and con- 
lined in a jail in that city until last 
niglit, when ho was brought here for 
trial. Shortly before noon to-day An- 
drews was taken from the jail to tln' 
court house and arraitrned before Judge 
Page to j)lead. lie was thoroughly 
frightened, and in a trembling voii;e 
pleaded guilty. Judge Page Heuteticed 
him to bo banged. SheriO" Nelson, to- 
gether with deputy Dryden, started tore- 
move the prisoner to the jali. J ust as they 
reached the outer door someone shouted 
" Come, boys, let's take the nigger." A 
rush was made for the sheriff and his 
deputy, and blow after blow with clubs, 
bludgeons and pistol butts was rained 
upon the head of the prisoner. The ef- 
forts of the officers to shield bim were 
fruitless. 

Judge Page ran out- of the court room 
and implored the crowd to wait and let 
justice take its course. He might as well 

have talked to the wind. The sheriff 
and his deputy were overpowered and 
the maildened crov,-d, pouncing upon the 
helpless negro, throw him to the ground 
and kicked iiim into complete insensi- 
bility. A rope was placed around the 
neck of the dying man and the body 
dragged to a tree a liundred yards from 
the court house door. The rope was 
thrown over a limb and the negro swung 
into the air. A dozen bullets were Bred 
into the body and it was loft dangling 
in the air until the coroner ordered it 
cut down. No attempt at disguise was 
made by any of those who participated 
in the lynching. 



A LAKE T£IAGP]DY KECALLED. 

Wreck of the Pewabic Located After Vain 
Searching for Thirty Years, 

Athena, Mich., June 9. — The long-lost 
steamer Pewabic has been located after 
a search extending over thirty years. 

The wreck was found by the wrecking 
expedition from Milwaukee working on 
the steamer H. A. Root. It lies six miles 
southeast of Thunder Bay Island in IGO 
feet of water, and is in the regular track 
of steamers. The upper works and up- 
per deck are entirely eone, but the bul- 
warks are standing and the mast deck 
appears to be intact. The hull seems to 
be in good shape. The Root has loturn- 
ed to the wreck and will make a more 
careful investigation of the bull. Diver 
Smith is certain that the wreck found is 
that of the Pewabic, as she had one arch 
through her centre which is still stand- 
ing. 

The Root expedition will be sent out 
by the American Wrecking & Salvage 
Company of Milwaukee. She will use a 
new diving bell patented by Worden C. 
Smith. The diving bell ia titled with 
EearchlightB, telephone, arms for grap- 
pling, boring and the like, and works ad- 
mirably. The company is working under 
a contract with the underwriters for the 
recovery of the wreck and cargo. The 
latter consisted largely of copper in bar- 
rels on the main deck, and it ia believed 
it can be easily recovered by the diving 
apparatus on tlie Root. 

The wreck was discovered on Monday 
night. The Root anchored over it that 
night and made an examination onTues- 
day, coming into port late Tuesday night. 
Fromone-to four expeditions annually 
have been sent. to look for the Pewabic 
for these many years. Several lives have 
been lost in the search. Many times the 
value of the cargo has been expended 
in vain attempts to locate the steamer, 
but when another season . came there 
were always people who were certain 
they could recover the valuable cargo. 
There was always a belief that the safe 
of the steamer contained a large amount 
of money. The Pewabic was lost by col- 
lision with the steamer Meteor just after 
the close of the war. A largo number of 
passengers were lost with her, and tlie 
(iieastor, next to the loss of thti Lady 
Jilgin, was the most serious in the his- 
tory of the lakes.

SILVER REPUBLICANS 

Place Themselves on Record Again for Free 
Coinage at 16 to i— No Western 
Subscriptions. 

Chicago, June 9.— Thirty-two states 
were represented at the first meeting of 
the provisional committee of the Na- 
tional Silver Republican party, which 
met in executive session at theLeland 
hotel yesterday. Besides the commit 
teemeu over a hundred Silver Republi' 
cans were present from all parts of the 
country. The meeting passed the fol 
lowing declaration: 

" That the Silver party of the United 
States favors the immediate establish 
nient of bimetallism by the independent 
action of the United States through the 
free coinage of both gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and clothing of both 
metals with every attribute to full 
money, with the right to every debtor to 
chooee which coin shall be the basis of 
payment." 

WAsniNQTON, June 9.— Senator Jones, 
oi Arkansas, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, denies the truth of 
a report that a fund of $100,000. was be- 
ing raised in'ColOrado and other West- 
ern states for the continuation of the 
agitation in behalf of free coinage of 
silver.

FATAL CHICAGO FIEE. 

Explosion Wrecks a Fireworks Factory and 
Kills or Maims Many People. 

GnicAGO, June 9.— A match dropped 
carelessly by one of the workmen in the 
fireworks factory of TNI. Shiire, at West 
Van Buren and Halsted streets, caused 
a terrific explosion a few minutes after G 
o'clock last night. A numberof theem- 
ployes were badly hurt, and flying 
rockets and candles struck several peo- 
ple who wei^e pseine in street cars and 
on the sidewalks. Mrs. Maggie Kenney 
was struck by a horse and died in the 
hospital. Fourteen persons were se- 
verely and eleven slightly injured. The 
force of the explosion was so great that 
nearly all the windows in the block 
were demolished andtheShure building, 
a four-story structure, was badly dam- 
aged. The building was almost entirely 
destroyed by fire. The loss to the build- 
ing and contents is estimated at $60,000. 



BOYCOTT OF COWAEDS 

Has Its First fruits in a Cballenge by One 
7 of Tkose So 'Branded by Paris 
Society. 

Pauis, Juno 9.— A duel has been ar- 
ranged between Henri de Eegnier and 
Count Robert de Montesquieu, both of 
whom are members of the old nobility. 
Tiie trouble arose from an incident that 
occurred a few days ago in Baroness 
Alphonse de Rothschild's drawing-room, 

here Mile.' Heredia and her sister 
Mme. Eegnier made remarks which 
Count de Montesqaieu construed as 
being taunts about his cowardly conduct 
towards women at the recent fire at the 
charity bazaar. He thereupon chal- 
lenged de Regnier, whose seconds de- 
cided that the remarks made by Mile. 
Heredia and Mme. Regnier were harm- 
less, and offered to arbitrate the matter. 
The Count then wrote to the newspapers 
imputing a lack of courage to de Reg- 
nier. who has now challenged him. The 
affair is the talk oi Paris. It is tlie first

Crops Benefited by Rains— Churcb Parlia- 
ments in Session— Declines Nomination. 

Wi.vNii'EG , June 9.— (Special )— The Su- 
premo court at Regina lias definitely 
fixed the 24th of August for the hearing 
of the protest against Mr. Davin's elec- 
tion.

Calumet and Hecla Mining Company Now

Boston, Mass., June 9. — The directors 
of the Calumet and Hecla Mining Co. 
have declared an " extra " dividend of 

per share and made the same payable 
July 7 to bolder of record on June 11. 
The last divided was ifS and was paid 
April 23. The total payments so far 
this calendar year have been ^30 per 
share, as against if25 for the correspond- 
ing perioJ last year. The two de- 
clarations call for $1,000,000, and bring 
the . company's aggregate dividend dis: 
bursements to $49,860,000.

Ottawa, June 9.— The British-Yukon 
Chartered Company bill came up for 
thurdreadmg in the Senate this, after- , 
noon. An amendndent was added; on ' 
motion of Senator Lougheed, to the 
effect that the powers granted un- 
der the bill should be e.xereised only 
with the consent of municipalities af- 
fected. ..The bill was read a third time. 

Sir l^ckenzie Sowell asked: .whether, 
the report of the Canadian commission- 
ers appointed to attend the Pacific cable 
conference will be laid before Parlia- 
ment. The Secretary of State said the 
government is not iu a position to make 
the contents public yet, inaeinuch aa the 
matter forma the basis of a further con- 
ference which will take place between 
Mr. Laurierand tlie Imperial authorities 
during the Prime Minister's visit to 
England. 

Repreeentatives of the Canadian 
Wheelmen's Association are here lobby- 
ing Mr. Casey's baggage bill through the 
Senate. Senator Lougheed has charge 
of it. It is reported that the Bemttora 
will throw the bill onfc. * - ,■ ! V 

Senator Mjacdonald' of British Oolnm- 
bia asked if -the governtnent of Hawaii 
has consented to allowtbe landing of the 
Pacific cable on the island as' reported 
in the newspapers. Mr. Scott was un- 
able to give any information. Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell pointed out that the gov- 
ernment of Hawaii could not grant any 
such permisBion without abrogating 
their treaty with the United States, as 
under that treaty the consent of the 
United States is necessary. That con- 
sent has already been refused. 

Alderman Preaton, provincial librai ian 
of Toronto, is to bo warden of Kingston 
penitentiary in succession to Metcalfe, 
who will to retired. 

Over 300 items of the tariff passed to- 
night at race-course speed, With the 
exception ol about a dozen items nearly 
the whole tariff schedule was disposed 
of. Liberal members from Western On- 
tario to-ulght stEongly pleaded' for the; 
imposition of a duty on salt fiom Great 
Britain. 

An Influential deputation of lumber- 
men interviewed the government to-day 
and urged that an export duty on logs 
and pulp wood be enacted, equal to the 
United States' import duties on lumber. 

The Trail Creek Railway and Colum- 
bia & Kootenay extension bills passed 
the railway committee this morning. 



ACCEPTING TflE'lKETITABLE. 

Manitoba Catlialics Said to Be About to - 
Make Use of the School System 
Forced Upon Them. 

Winnipeg, June 9.— (Special) — Dis- 
cussing current rumors as to the future 
attitude of the Catholic Church toward 
the Manitoba school law, a Free Press 
reporter was to-d.iy informed by a 
gentleman who has taken a prominent 
part in the controversy that the agita- 
tion will cease, and, relying on assutances 
of members of the government that the, 
regulations for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the law will be given a liberal 
interpietation, the dignitaries of the 
church will refrain from further opposi- 
tion. " HisGraco the Archbishop of St. 
Boniface has not yet nominated a repre- 
sentative ou the advisory board," added 
the gentleman ; " but it is understood he 
will do so later, and that on the re- 
assembling after the summer holidays 
many additional Roman Catholic chil- 
nren will be enrolled in the public 
schools. There ia a decided change in 
sentiment, and both Protestaata and 
Catholics are deairoua of promoting every 
efiTort for conciliation, and this spirit has 
largely tended to r,Le present aspect ol 
the matter." 

The Free Press informant said he did ' 
not presume that local separate schools 
would be immediately abandoned, but 
in a couple of years ho expected to see 
them all assimilated in the public 
school aystem, and be had reason to be- 
lieve the school authorities appreciated 
the situation and ' would intsrease the 
number of Roman Catholic teachers on 
the stall'. 

Mgr. Merry del Val said mass tliia 
morning at the Immaculate Conception 
church and inspectetl the pariah church 
there, At 10 o'clock he lelt for St. Nor- 
bert, being accompanied by Archbiahop 
Langevin and twelve priests. He will 
visit the schools and will apend a short 
time with Rev. Father Rilchot. Up- 
wards of 1,'200 people attended the re- 
ception given bv his Excellency last 
evening in St, Boniface. Despite the 
rain many Winnipeggers attended.

HALIFAX PLUEEIED 

By the Despatch ol a United States Cniisei: 
for Daty i= Kova Scotia Waters. 

Hai-ipa.x, Juno 0.— Referring to a 
Washington dispatch announcing that 
the U. S. cruiser Marblehead had sailed 
for Nova Scotia waters to prevent Glou- 
cester fishing vessels destroying the nets 
of flshermen along the Nova Scotia coaat, 
the Evening Mail of this city says : 

" The dispatch indicates an iaiportant 
move on the part of the United States 
governraoat. While theostenBible reason 
tor the dispatch of the JIarbleheadis the 
protection of Canadian flshermen, the 
opinion is generally expressed that the 
rani object of the cruiser's extraordinary 
mission is to prevent if possible repeti- 
tions of the Frederick Gerring seizure. 

" With a United States warship cruis- 
ing in Nova Scotia waters, the interna- 
tional situation reapoctiug the threo-niile 
limit becomes aliuoat a delicate ques- 
tion. How far the Marblehead would 
interfere, if at all, with the seizure of a 
Gloucester vessel found fishing inside 
the three-mile limit is a question the 
solution of which can only be imagined. 

It may be. that Vice- Admiral Erakine 
may see fit to detail a warship to keep 
the Marblehead company. As compared 
with the Crescent, the United States 
cruiser ia not in it. The Orescent ia a 
service deck-protected cruiser; she is 
twin screwed, foie and aft rigged, 7,700 
displacement, 12,000 horse-power, 19}.< 
knots speed. The crew of the Creaceut 
outnumbers the Marblehead'screw near 
ly two to one. The Marblehead ia a 17,' 
knot vessel, C.iOO horse-power, and is 
not nearly bo well armed as the Ores 
cent.

Francisco and Victoria, the sugar plant- 
era of Hawaii are considering proposi- 
tions towards action independent of the 
sugar trust.

The Canadian government is will- 
ing to grant a concesaion to Hawaii in 
return for the buainesa, and the C.P.R.

portation to the Atlantic seaboard if the 
scheme be carried ort. 

In any event, however, the planters 
are resolved to fipht the trust, and 
should the treaty not be interfered with 
it is proposed to ship all the sugar 
raised in Hawaii to New Y'ork or Phila- 
delphia, where it will be sold in the 
open market to the highest bidder. If 
the Hawaiian output is shipped 
around the Horn, the large 
sailing fleet ' now plying be- 
tween the Islands and San Francisco 
will bo withdrawn and an opposition line 
of steamers backed by Hawaiians be 
substituted.

Eight bands have been invited and will 
probably enter the competition, from 
Port Townsend, Vancouver, Tacoina, 
Seattle, Wellington, Nanaimo,Westmin- 
ater, and, of course, Victoria.

ARCTIC EXl'LORATION. 

Elaborate Plans by Lieutenant Peary For 
Next Year's Etaah \a the Pole. 
-A.. — 
Ltoufc. Peary, who has just received 
five years^'leave of absence from tho navy 
department, has outlined his plan for the 
propo.sod Arctic o.xpedition. On July 8 
ho will start; North on the preliminary 
journey, tlie solo object of which will bo 
to make arrungomonts for tho final trip, 
which will be begun in June, 1803. Lieut. 
Peary will first pick out a ship for tho 
pteliniiuary voyage. Ho will select one 
of tlio !St. .lolm scalers, and have it ready 
to leave Boatoti between >luly ij and S. 
At Boston tlio sealer will taku on board a 
store of Bupplies. 

Lieut. Peary will bo accompanied on 
board by two or nioro scionrihc parties 
which will go North with him to a jioint 
near Melville bay. One of the parties 
will be conducted by Prof. G. M. Barton, 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. AnoLher will bo led by Prof. C. 
M. Hitchcock, of Dartmouth, and anuiii- 
berof Yale scicntiata will probably organ- 
ize a third jiarty. Tlieau aoientista will 
work indupuiidontly of Lieut. Peary, and 
will only bo passengerci with him. Tlie 
results of their studios will iu no way 
concern his affairs. 

Lieut. Peary's object in h"s preiirainary 
trip will be to euniniunicato with a colony 
f Kakimos at Whalo sound, who are 
kiujwii as tho Arctic highlarders. Mr. 
Peaty has lived with these people and 
gained their entire coulidenco and all'ec- 
tii n. When ho loft Whalo sound, ho 
Bays, ho was acquaintetl with every man, 
woman and child iu the colony, lie has 
tho utmost confidence in tho people and 
ho Bays they will do anything for him 
witliin their power. Ho will pick ouL six 
or eight of tho most intelligent young 
men in tho colony and jiroparo thorn to 
take ilieir families North with them and 
eatabli.sh another colony which a year 
later will bo his basis of supplies. At 
this village, which they will found, they 
will work throughout tho year collecting 
meal;, fura, bearakiius to bo made into 
boots, sledges and otlier aupplica, and 
collecting and training a pack of tho beat 
liskimo dugs obtainable. Lieut. Peary 
say ho would utilize tlie entire tribe in 
his work if it wore necessary. He will 
have his men arrange affairs so that when 
ho sees them in the summer of 1898 they 
will bo ready to move Jlorth with him at 
a day's notice. 

Lieut. Peary will bo accompanied on 
this suimuer's trip by his wife and his 
.^-year-old daughter, but on the main ex- 
pedition Mrs. Peary and tho child will 
remain in this country. Tho journey 
this auramor will be from Boston to Capo 
Breton, where the ship will- take on coal:; 
through the Gulf of St. Lawrence to Bollo 
Islo; up tho Labrador coast to tho mouth 
of Hudson strait ; then to Resolution 
island and acroaa to tho South (ireonlaiid 
coast, to jMelvillo bay. and finally to 
Whalo sound, which will be reaci>ed in 
the latter part of July. The teturn will 
bo made in September. 

Lieut. Peary is enthusiartic over tho 
plana of his trip, and is looking forv.ard 
to his live years' work with the greatest 
pleasiuo. Ho has the following to eay of 
the projected expedition : 

' The project is entirely my own. Tho 
American Geographical ■Society, tho tech- 
nical society most capnblo of passing on 
the project, has proiniaed to subscribe 
mon^y for the trip wlion it is needed. 
Tho American Blusoum of Natural His- 
tory has also subscribed. 1 have outlined 
plans very carefully, and have made use 
of all the experience X have gained in 
previous expeditions. 1 depend largely 
for my success \i]n)n tho co-operation of 
the Eakiinoa, but J have complete conli- 
deiice in tliein and know that 1 can trust 
them to do everything 1 tell them, and to 
have everything in rendiiiess for me when 
I am prepaied to Btart on the main expo- 
aiLioii tor Liiu j/oic. 

" Aa for the plaEEiti;r 'tho main expe- 
dition, 1 can say iittslo more than hi'n 
already been published. I am thoroughly 
decided on one point, however, and that 
is, that I shall tjike with me very few 
white men. I ehall give much attention 
to tho selection of niy surgeon, who must 
be vigorous, active and tliuroughly en- 
thusiuatic, 1 shall timo the main expe- 
dition carefully, and bo prepared to make 
tho hiial dash for the pole at precisely the 
time when all tho conditions are most 
favorable. 

"From the present time until .July] 
shall be busy jiroparing for tho prelimin- 
ary trip. There will bo much to do, but 
I am determined that there shall bo no 
delays, for any interference with tho 
plans I have outlined miglit be fatal to 
the entire project."

THE SHELTER QUESTION. 
(From tbe Kossland Miner,) 

Thaannouncoment of the agreement on 
tho Crow's Nest Pass railroad probably 
disposes of the smelter question. Accord- 
ing to tho agreement niftde between the 
government and the O.P.R. tboro is in 
tho first place to bo no monopoly of the 
coal fields, for the goTernment gets .~)0,000 
acres, which it can dispose of as it pleasop, 
Iu tho second place, tho price of coal aa 
made by tho C.l'. U, cannot exceed .?2 
por ton free on board the cars, and in 
tho tliird place the C.P.R. cannot make a 
profit on coal of more than 75 cents a ton. 

.Supposing tho price of coal is $12 {ler 
ton au board the cars at tbe mines, tho 
freight charge to the Columbia river and 
common points certainly would not bo 
over ^H.dli per ton — perhaps not over §11 
— making tho jjrico to Kootenay smelters 
S'f or .S-,l.o0 per ton. Ooko, of ctmrae, 
will bo proportiunatelj low, certainly not 
over $7 por ton. Coal delivered at. tho 
Trail smelter now costs about $1,2 per 
ton, and cnke $14, so that the - Crow's 
Nest line will reduce tho price of coke 
one-half and the price of coal nearly, if 
not quite, two-thirds. 

What will be tho result? Smelting 
can and will bo done oven moro cheaply 
on the Columbia rircr and oonimon points

JAPAN PROTESTS. ' 

The Emperor of Japan hao directed 
Mr. Noase, Japanese consul to Canada, 
M» enter a protest with the Governor- 
* General against the royal asseat being 
given to the Oriental labor bill, so- 
called,' so far as it concerns the Japanese. 
The protest is based upon the claim that 
the measure is " utterly unjust and un 
friendly and is against treaty obliga 
tions." The Japanese government takes 
the position that Canada is bound to 
■ accord to the people, of Japais the same 
" treatment as is accorded to the people of 
other nations, China and Korea 
cepted. 

Thoqueation thus brought forward in 
this acute manner is one of extreme im- 
portance. Great Britain was the first 
nation to recognize Japan as a civilized 
power. This recognition was promptly 
followed by similar action on the part 
of the United States and all the Euro 
pean powers except Austria. The Jap- 
anese appreciated this very greatly and 
they will be likely to resent very keenly 
any step on the part of Canada or one of 
the provinces of the Dominion which 
aims at discriminating against them 
They -will very naturally regard a law 
forbidding the employment of Japanese 
by incorporated companies, passed by a 
Canadian province and assented to 
by the Governor-General, as a di- 
rect and uncalled for inault. 
' To appreciate their position we must try 
; and put ourselves in their place. They 
''have made a successful effort to take 
rank among civil i/ed nations, and they 
cannot !)e expected to regard with 
equanimity any attempt on the part of 
Canada to place them on a lower plane 
from that accorded to them by the gov 
ernments of the leading nations of the 
world 

What action the Japanese government 
might take if the bill in question becomes 
law we are not prepared to say, but very 
little ingenuity would be necessary to 
discover methods of retaliation which 
would injure Canada very much more 
than any possible Japanese immigration 
In instructing the Consul the Oriental 
(iovernnient intimated that grave com 
])lications might arise from such le^iB 
lation. AVc do not suppose that theao 
would take a political character, for it 
would be an easy matter for Japan to 
strike Canadian trade with the Orient a 
vital blow simply by an appeal to the 
patriotism of her merchants. 

TK^ CoLoxtsT is aware that its position 
in this matter ia likely to be greatly miS' 
represented, but it proposes to do fear 
lessly what it considers to be its duty 
in the premises. When the Oriental 
labor bill was amended by 
aerting the word " Japanese " without 
a word of discuesion, we took occasion 
to describe this treatment of an interna' 
tional (juestion as flippant. We repeat 
that the legislature treated the qucaiion 
in a moat flippant way, and we com' 
mend heartily the course of the Lieuten 
ant-Governor in throwing upon the Do 
minion government the responsibility of 
'the crisis thas heedlessly precipitated 
Afsainst Chinese exclusion we bad not 
then and have not now a word of objee 
tion to make. If a law excluding Chi 
nese, in the manner contemplated by 
the bill under diacuBsioii, is within the 
powers of the Provincial legislature, we 
•:\yoald.;not raise the^ slightest obstacle 
to itS^ enactnient.' But in view of the 
great and growing interests which this 
Province has in llie trade of Jajjan, we 
deem it highly objectionable to incur the 
ill-will of that great and aggresai ve power 
for the sake of avoiding what we aie 
quite satisfied is largely an,imaglnaiy 
danger. • 



QUARANTINE AGAIN. 

The opponents of the Empresses line 
to the Orient are using the quarantine 
regulations at this port to draw travel 
from Asia to San Francisco instead of 
Victoria and Vancouver. In every 
Asiatic seaport notice ia conspicuously 
given that saloon passengers are not de- 
tained iatquarantine at San, I^rancisco, 
and ^the detention of the pasBengers on 
the Empress of China is being used for 
all it is worth, and a great deal more. 
The Empressefa are thus handicapped in 
their efforts to secure travel. If this 
were nothing more than an injury to a 
very important trans-Pacific steamship 
line it would be worthy of serious con- 
sideration: but it is very much more 
than this, for anything that tends to 
divert travel from Canadian lines ia an 
injury to the Dominion as a whole. 

If the opinion of the best medical ex- 
perts and the practice'pf the great com- 
mercial centres "'of the world sustain- 
ed such a system of quarantine as 
is considered proper and necessary at 
William Head in regard to saloon paa 
sengers, there would bo nothing to be 
said on the subject ; but as the detention 
of saloon passengers, under such circum- 
stances as those in the case of the Em- 
press of China, is opposed to the best 
expert opinion, and ia without paral- 
lel in any of the great commer- 
cial cities in Europe or any 
other part of the British Empire 
except Canada, we urge the Department 
of Agriculture to take into consideration 
the propriety of forthwith revising the 
quarantine regulations so that saloon 
passengers may in all cases be permitted 
to proceed at once to their destination 
after disinfection and medical examina- 
tion in the case of infected vessels. This 
being a practical and not merely 
theoratical qusstion, we shall not dis- 
cuss any ' question as to the morale of 
extending diflerent treatment to the 
saloon passengers to that accorded to 
those in the steerage. Oriental immi 
gration and business ; and pleasure travel 
from the Orient are distinct matters, and 
ought to be treated diflOerently. 

We urge that the regulations shall be 
amended, as to saloon passengers, so as 
to be in accord with those in force in the 
ports of Great Britain, and that explicit 
notice to that efTect be at once sent to all 
the Dorts of the Orient.

Referring to suggestions that the resi- 
dents of Spokane of British birth should 
unite in celebrating the Diamond Jubilee 
the Spokesman-Review use these kindly 
words : 

Throughout these sixty years England 
and the United States have remained at 
peace and brotherhood. Minor difl'er- 
ences have arisen, but never of a nature 
failing to respond to the peaceful arbitra- 
ment of diplomacy, fhey stand to-day 
one people, with a common language, 
religion and literature. They read the 
same books and sing the same songs. 
Their hopes, aspirations and code of 
ethics are identical, and they partake in 
common of a rugged love of justice and 
truth. Whatever minor diUerences 
occasionally arise between them are 
only such as occasionally arise between 
the members of one family. 

Tliese bonds of friendship and mutual 
respect should be especially close be- 
tween the people of the United States 
and the people of the Dominion of Cana- 
da. We are close neighbors, and our 
common interests call for peace and 
friendship. A frequent exchange of the 
courtesies of life will tend still closer to 
cement these bonds. 

We cordially endorse these noble 
sentiments, which are worth all the 
more because they express the senti- 
ments of a city, which is perhaps more 
closely in touch with, Canada than any 
other in the United States. The feeling 
in the Dominion towards its great 
southern neighbor is one of hearty 
friendship.

At the Hotel Driard are a party of 
four gentlemen who have come from 
Kngland for the pin-pose of going up to 
the Yukon country for the preliminary 
development work of the British Yukon 
Co. who have just had their charter 
passed by the Dominion parliament. 
This party is composed of Messrs. J. H. 
liscolme, managing director of the com- 
pany ; Arthur BelliuKham, mining and 
civil engineer; B.Hill, an experienced 
sawmill operator and lumberman; and 
II. F. llolmea. Mr. Escolme saya that 
the intention ia at present to go to Se- 
quimish bay, in Alaska, where sawmills 
and a -.'eneral depot will be established, 
and then trading posts will be opened on 
the Hue through the White Pass into 
the Yukon. The White Pass, Mr. 
Mscoline feels assured, is the most 
practicable key to the Yukon. The inten- 
tion is to run steamers to the foot 
of the pass to connect with 35 miles of 
railway whicii will reach the lakes 
whence steamers will again be ased. 
The road over the pass is already being 
slashed out and otliur preliminary work 
is being done; Mr. Mscolme will con- 
tinue these operations, look over the 
country an<l see just what its opportuni- 
ties are 

"The company's intentions are to do 
a general trading and transportation 
buaineBS," said Mr. Escolme, "and as 
the travel into the Yukon ia very large 
and coiistntitly increasing, wo expect it 
to be remunerative. We liave, of course, 
general powers that permit us to do 
mining aleo, but no special powers that 
any other corporation could not get."

'What Britiflh warships 
will accompany the fleet toBehringsea 
this season ia yet unknown, bat U is ex- 
pected that neither of those that has 
done service iu former years will go 
North this year. Both the Pheasant and 
the GomuB are about to be called homo 
und the only available ships apart from 
these for the duty will be the Amphiori 
flnd Wild Swan, both of which are now 
due from the South. What success the 
fleet will have in Behring sea is, 
of course, a matter ol specula- 
tion, but it is hardly l)elleved 
tbe present homo tleec will dc 
afl well £8 those now cruising oi 
the Japan coast. According to news re 
ceived by wire and by letter yesterday 
tbe catches of several of these are fairly 
good. The Japan Advertiser says: The 
Japanese schooner Karwo Maru, which 
arrived at illakodate on May 21, with 
S07 skins, reported the following 
schooners with their total catches np to 
the date they were apofcen. Three 
ecbooners were spoken on May 4, the 
Umbrina, with 606 akins; the Sadie 
Turpel, with 591.; and the Casco, with 
7-l(i. Tlie Mermaid was spoken on May 
TJ with 7oO, and the Boroalis on May 10 
with 228 on board. The catches of 
.Jiipiinese sealers spoken by the Kara 
Mart! were not nearly so large as those 
of tlie British vessels, being aa follows: 
Unoki Maru, S20 skins; Yakimo, 210; 
Shinyo, ISO; and the Isbekowa Maru, 
281. The Kara Maru further reijortcd 
having picked up a bout's crew 
belonging to the Ecbooner Borealis. 
Captain Lawrence, of the American 
schooner St. Lawrence, gives the 
following catches, besides 008 as hia 
own: Agnes McDonald, 400; Vera, 

• 350; A. E. Paint, 050; C. G. Cox, (iOO; 

. Golden Fleece, 410; Silv«r Fleece, 4S0. 
All the above catches arB no doubt con- 
siderably larger by this time, for a cable- 
gram to Robt. Ward & Co. places the 
.Mermaid's " take" at 900, and allowing 
each schooner with an equal additional 
percentage their luck on the whole 
would be fair. It would seem from a 
dispatch dated May 10, appe&riag in the 
Auvciiiser, that many hitrd experiuncca 
are being encountered by the fleet. The 
dispatch states that nine Kngiiehmen in 
tlireo boats (it requires three men to 
man a sealing boat) were stranded at 
«.)Uinawatarai, Ivisen, on May 15, and in 
all probability locates the lost crew of 
the schooner Geneva whose disappear- 
ance wag chronicled in the CoLoKisr 
less than a week ago. 

THE "hUGUAV TROUIN." 

The senior ship of the French Pacific 
station, the cruiser Duguay Trouiii 
whose stay in Eequimalt in few years 
ago will long be remembered with pleas- 
ure by residents of this city, is now at 
Sydney, N.S.W. During the past year 
pf more she has been chiefly patrolling 
the islands under the French protector- 
ate, as well as taking part with the Bri- 
tish ships in connection with tiie British 
and French control of the New Hebrides. 
While in the Society Group she had to 
lire an angry shot or two at Kaiatoa, 
where some troops were landed to sup- 
jiress a reliellioii, and, as may he remeiii- 
hered, she deported some of the rebel 
chiefs to New Caledonia. Tlie vessel, on 
her just completed voyage from Noumea 
to the New Honth Wales port, met with 
fine weather until falling in with south- 
erly gales oll'tho coaSf^i The rain squalls 
were terrific, and were ar^OU'panied by 
vivid lightning and very heavy i.'nuider.

This range was perfectly safe for 
use with the Martini-Henry rifle, but 
unfortunately some enterprising person 
built a house last year in a direct line 
with the range behind the buttB, so that 
with the new magazine rille hia po-sition 
would be a decidedly precarious one. 
Without doubt lie had liuill the house 
"on spec," knowing that a magazine 
rille was leaued last Se[)tember, and it 
came to a (]ueHtion of I.Hiyiiig him out, 
hp. placed a ridiculous and jirohibitive 
price on liis domicile, douhtlesB think- 
ing that a great and generoua country 
would settle with .him at his own valu- 
ation.

Ho started 
for it aud put his paw acro-sa tho nar- 
row space between tho two cages, but 
instead of putting it over inside tho 
douway of tho otlier cago ho put it 
against tht3 first bar on tlio side of tho 
dour tmd pufihcd on it, and pushed tho 
viv^v tiwiiy a little bit. That was bad. 
Wo (iiinlit to have made tho cages fa.st 
together, but we hadn't. Wo tried to 
start him along a little faster, bat in- 
stead of going through into the other 
citgn ho l;ept pushing on tJiat bar and 
pushing tlio other ctige away. 

' 'All this time ho v.'!is getting a little 
bit farther out of the old cage, but not 
into the new one. The man on top of 
the; (lid rage tried to shut that door 
down thou, so as to pin the tiger in it 
and hold him till we could drive him 
back, but (ho door jammed when ho 
lir.st tried it, and ho couldn't budge it, 
and all tho time the tiger was pushing 
tho new oago a little bit«<farther away 
and getting farther out himself. The 
man ou top of tho now cago was still 
holding liis door open, hoping that tho 
tiger would .step ticross into tho now 
cage j-et, and then ho would drop it 
down aud hold him, but tho tiger kept 
pu.shiug the cage away till thoro was 
ea.sy room, and Mien ho just dropped 
down ou to tho floor and walked round 
tho end of the now cttgo ont into tho 
arena.

He could 
have eaten about ouo at a mouthful, 
anil there ivcro just about enough iu 
tliat cage to niako a square meal for 
him, Imr the liars were in tho way, and 
ho kiKW what the smell of the hoof 
iiu aiil, and ho turned away and made 
for his own cago again, walked across 
th(! open space, waving his tail, and 
walked iiround tho end of the pushed 
out catro into tho little trian,L;ular space 
iliid jiiiiipcd up into the ulil cago ttud 
made for the meat iu tho corner, and ;i 
man jumped upon thereof and jammed 
down the gate. 

"Well, you .s-oe, tliere didn't anything 
very dcsprrato happi'ii after all. Still, 
it was about as uiueh tiger its wo want- 
ed for one day."— Now York Sun.

The School Boaril Decides to Bring:

From the East. 



Vertical "Writiug: Discussed by Prin- 
cipal Sliss Canierou—Trustee 
Hall Proposes Changes. 



Very intereeting and important were 
several of tho subjects dealt with at last 
evening's meeting of the city echool 
board— a meeting which lasted little 
inore than two hours, but embraced an 
unuaaally wide range of subjects.

Trustee Yates tlionght that the - 
matter mighteasily be adjusted by allow- 
ing the teacher in each division to read 
the list, and it was finally decided on 
the motion of Tniatees McMicking and 
Mrs. Ci rant to allow the schoola to as- 
semble together if necessary for the clos- 
ing exerciBes. 

in coimeiaion with the ventilation of 
the Soiitli I'ark school, the Sniead-Dowd 
company wrote to tho effect that their 
-ui)erintendent, Mr. C. K. Oldershaw, 
had been instructed to visit Victoria. A 
report was also received from Mr. Older- 
shaw recommending certain changes. 

Attitched to this report was a note 
from K. Mallandaine, accompanied by 
working sketches and approximate ten- 
ders for the works Buggested — $88 for the 
carpentry work from J. P. Burgsss and 
^75 from Braden Bros, for the plumbing. 

Olutirinan Hayward explained that 
from Mr. Oldersiiaw'a obserrationB the 
trouble appeared to arise from the un- 
anticipated strong winds. The subject 
not requiring immediate attention the 
reports witli accompanyinj; documents 
were tabled for future consideration. 

S. B. iN''etherby 'a resignation as prin- 
cipal of the Eoys' Central school waa ac-

ized, was duly granted, while a report 
from Mr. A, B. McNeill of thoEe who 
have auccesafully passed the examina- 
tion set for pupil teachere, waa received 
and filet). 

NntuerouB apjilicationa for poaitiona 
on the teaching stalTwere tabled accord- 
ing to custom; accouuta totalling ^'257 
were passed for payment; and the 
gymnasium committee through Trustee 
Hall asked for further time in which 
to prosecute their inquiries with regard 
to Victoria AVest school grounds, stating 
at the same time th.it the taxes on the 
vacant lot in Spring Kidge used as a 
school ground amounted to $37.50 per 
year. 

It was not thouKht necessary to as- 
sume this expense at the present time. 

The regular businees of the evening 
being concluded, Mrs. Jenkins sugeestea 
that aa additional inspectors bad just . 
been appointed by the government, a 
committee from the board should wait 
upon the Superintendent of Education 
and endeavor to secure the eervicea of 
one of those exclusively for the city 
sclioola.

The 
lirst is that, for tho cnrtailuient of ex- 
penses, tho Boya' and Girls' Central 
scboula be hereafter combined ; the sec- 
ouii reads thus: "That the legislative 
oinraittee bo inst.rncted to wait upon 
tho Council of Public Instruction, re- 
questing the Counoil of Public Instruc- 
tion to amend the standard of common 
acboola liy adding three sabjects, name- 
ly, bookkeeping, algebra, and the first 
and second books of Euclid."

This decision is iu ell'ect that surface in- 
dications will not provt. the location of 
two claims upon the same vein or lode." 
The case was that of Abraham Hall vs. 
Ella Clark and all'ected the title of tlie 
Wellington Square mineral claim, plain- 
tiff alleging that it was located upon tlio 
same vein or lode as the Snowbird pro- 
perty, owned by defendant, and she was 
holding these two properties contrary to 
the provisions of the mineral act. Plain- 
ti^'s witnesaes'swore that in their opin- 
ion, based on surfaee indications, the 
claims were on the same lodge; defend- 
ant's witnesses were of the opinion that 
the claims in dispute were not ou the 
same vein, and produced rock from the 
respective properties which dilTered 
greatly in appearance.

SIIEKTS OK I'UUE COrl'EB. 

A. L. Rogers and Joseph Young ar- 
rived in Grand Porks from Summit 
camp recently with Bamples of ore from 
the Banner and .losio claims, both of 
which are turning out some good look- 
ing rock, while the ore from the Banner 
is of a charaster rarely seen in that sec- 
tion of the country. The eainple that 
Mr. Ilogers brought down shows aheuts 
of native copper running through grey 
copper ore, The metal is in its pure 
state and the only treatment it needs is 
to be run into h.irs. Mr. Uogcra says 
that the Banner lead ia five feet in width 
between well defined Walls of porphyry 
and cyanite. Two and one-Iialf feet of 
the lead is grey copper ore, and the re- 
maining two and one-half feet carries 
the native copper. A shaft is now down 
about six feet on the Ijad. No assays 
have been made at that depth, but on 
the surface the ore vanried ij;! to ^5 in 
gold, and five ounces In ^Iver. 

The Josie claim, whicb'.ia an e.^tenfiion 
of the Banner, and owned by Mr. Rog- 
ers, Mr. Young and Edmund Duford, 
shows as pretty peacock copper and sul- 
phurets as can bo seen anywhere. A 
abaft has been sunk eight feet on this 
claim and the ore extends entirely 
across the shaft bottom. The width of 
the lead at this point htts not been 
determined. * \ 

DISTUICT INVITING PBOSPscIOHS. 

Thomas Brown, of Pilot Bay, was in 

Xelson last week on his way to Fort 
Steele via Bonner's Ferry, He will 
spend the coming summer in looking 
over the country between I'ort Steele 
and Kootenay lake in the interests of an 
Eastern Canailian syndicate. He is of 
the opinion that the district along the 
west branch of the St. Mary's river will 
receive a great deal of attention this 
spring. The mineral deposits were first 
made known by Henry Rose and his 
partners, who are said to have upwards 
of 25 claims scattered over it. Prospect- 
ing is fairly easy as the country ia high 
and it is easy to get above the timber. 
There are fully 00 prospectors at present 
catnped at Sawyer's jiass and on the 
Fort Steele trail waiting for the snow to 
leave. There is a large area of country 
between the cteeks of the St. Mary?a'aDd 
St. Mary's lakes and north to the Qana- 
(lian Pacific railway, which has not yet 
been touched by the prospector,

Business in Some Lines Shows Great 
Activity— Others Report 
. Little Change. 



Trade w-ith Kootenay and other parts 
of the interior of Britieli Columbia con- 
tinues to grow at a very satisfactory rate, 
and Victoria wholesalers are receiving a 
just proportion of the increase. This is 
particularly so in the wholesale grocery 
line, Simon Leiser & Oo. will to-day 
ship a' carload of general supplies 
destined for Nelson, which will make 
the litth carload shipped this week by 
the firm to tho mining towus of the 
southeastern part of the province. This 
firm have also in hand orders from in- 
terior points for an additional five cars, 
which will be tilled as rapidly as pos- 
sible and forwarded during the next few 
days. 

Other firms report business in the 
same line as fairly active and fully up to 
expectations. Afew shipments continue 
to be made to the far North, but owing 
to lack of proper protection from import- 
ed goods, local merchants complain that 
trade with theA'ukon has not shown the 
increase which it should have. It is a 
great injustice to British Columbia 
traders that no steps have as yet been 
taken, as far as ia knann in Victoria, to 
have customs office stationed on the 
usual trade routes into the mining sec- 
tions in tho North, to collect duty on 
goods purchased in foreign couiitries, 
and as a consequence parties coming to 
the Ooastfrom Canadian points still con- 
tinue to outfit at Juneau or at Seattle. 

It is well kno-\vti that Collector Milne 
has repeatedly drawn the attention of 
the Ottawa authorities to this state of 
ailairs, and although the department 
have promised that Mr. Davis, who is 
now stationed at Fort Cudahy, would be 
detailed to visit the email settlement at 
Lake Lendeman, which is just beyond 
the summit of Chilcoot pass and iu Brit 
ish Columbia, nothing has so far been 
done in the matter. Chilcoot pass is 
manv hnndredaof miles from Fort Cud- 
ahy ,'and it would be simply impossible 
for anybody at the fort to collect the du 
ties on goods as they enter British terri 
torv at the lake. 

Mr. Milne has no doubt done all 
in his power to facilitate the operations 
of British Columbia merchants, but the 
lack of proper preventive measures at 
the boundary has lost many thousands 
of dollars in trade to local houses. On 
Mr. J. H. Mclllree's return from the 
Yukon, whither ho accompanied the last 
detachmentof N.W.BI. Police, ho stated 
that the revenue of the Dominion has 
been defrauded of large suras of money 
owing to the absence of a customs 
officer. 

At present the method followed 
sending Canadian goods into the Yukon 
by way of tho Chilcoot Pass, is for ex 
porters to give a bond to the customs 
authorities at Seattle that the goods will 
be landed in British tierritory. The 
goods are forwarded to Dyea, at ibe 
head of Lynn Canal, and have to be ac 
compauied by an American officer from 
tlie point of landing in the T'liited States 
to the boundiiry line at Sliecp Cam)) on

expenses, and is qpite an item in the bill 
of costs, As there is no Canadian officer 
at the boundary these bonds are re 
turned to Victoria, and Gollector Milne 
in order to assist the traders completes 
the papers and returns them to Seattle 
to be cancelled. Under these circum- 
stances It is uot much wonder that the 
large party from the East, which left for 
the North by the Queen, bought little 
but personal effects during their stay in 
this city. 

The method of granting permits to | 
sell liquors iu the mines is another cause 
of dissatisfaction on the part of city 
wholesalers. It is stated that almost the 
whole of the trade from that section 
in "liquid refreshments" goes East as 
securing the requisite permit in a very 
large.measure depends upon having the 
strong influence which the big establish- 
rnonts of Ontario and Quebec are capable 
of cxercisinR. The Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, through the agency ot their north- 
nrn posts, have secured a large share ot 
this trade, and only the other day ship- 
ped via Seattle a heavy consignment of 
spirits. 

Purchases of staple dry poods by trad- 
era from the Clondyke are also a small 
feature of last week's oiierations. but 
merchants deplore the fact that lack of 
proper communications witli the mines 
prevents more attention being directed 
to that quarter. 

In general trade is very much in the 
same shape as last week— there being 
only a fair average business being done. 

In the hardware trade there is nothing 
new to report, and the same holds good 
with respect to the local grain and feed 
market.

THE NEW PARLIAMENT BUILDIKG 

liondon Graphic prints a good picture 
of our new parliament building and the 
following ap~preciative reference to it: 

" A signilicant celebration of Her Ma- 
jesty's l3iamond Jubilee has been ar- 
ranged by the residents of British Col- 
umbia, in the opening on June 21st of 
the new Government buildings at Vic- 
toria, which have been in progress of 
erection during- the last three, years. 
The design, material and labor are all 
domestic productions, and the total cost 
of tho building has been considerably 
less than $1,000,000. The sandstone, 
granite and marble of which the walls 
are formed abound in the province aud 
come straight from the quarries ; native 
cellar, maple and oak are combined in 
the interior furnishings; even thereof 
of slate and the dome of copper areBrit- 
isli Columbia materials. Broadly, the 
buildings are arranged in three groups — • 
tho centre or principal building, com- 
prising siy deportments, so arranged 
that while each of the three wings will 
be a perfect and complete building 
erected independently pf the others, they 
will, when completed.' form one struc- 
ture. The length of - the central build- 
iihg.is 288 f<et, with a maximum depth 
of 200 feet, and with the colonnades and 
side wings added the length of the facade 
is 500 feet. The buildings cover an area 
of 5,000 Square yards, or more than an 
acre, while the great dome — to the top of 
tho colossal copper figure of Captain 
George Vancouver which surmounts it — 
is over 150 feet above the ground fioor."
